Scores of People Probably Drowned, 
Thirty-eight Corpses Having 
Already Been Found. 


EPINAL, France, April 27.—An enormous 
reservoir near here burst at 5 a. m. to-day, 


inundati many villages in the district 
and drawing numbers of people. So far 


“corpses have been recovered. 
The done to property is tremendous. 

The gréat Bousey Dyke of the Epinal 
District of the Vosges has a cubic area 
of 8,000,000 meters. A great rush of water 
and much loss of life followed its bursting. 
It is impossible at this hour to get a cor- 
rect estimate of the damage done or of the 
number of lives lost, but from the number of 
bodies already found the indications are 
that the loss of life will be very heavy. 
The railways in all directions are inter- 
rupted and a large number of villages are 
entirely flooded. In some places entire 
houses were swept away and large trees 
torn up by the roots. The reservoir was 
situated close to the village of Bousey and 
was connected with the Canal de l'Est. The 
breach caused by the rush of water is over 
100 meters broad. 

Everything possible is being done to res- 
cue imperilled persons. Many families are 
still in danger. The authorities are also 
taking steps to provide relief for the home- 
less. Assistance and supplies will be sent 
from the nearest point.

The Grant ent Association of this 
city gives more attention than usual to the 
observance of the day, as the Grant monu- 
ment is within one year of completion.

The mounment is well along toward the 
second stery. Ground was broken in the 
spring of 1891, and it should be ready for 
dedication April 27, 1896. The und plan 
is 100x185 feet. From the drive 4 of the 
monument will be 165 feet and to its dome 
280 feet above the Hudson River. Surround- 
ing the dome there will be a balcony about 
250 feet above the river. 

Twenty-eight columns, each 28 feet in 
height, will support the dome. The great 
crypt low ground, in which will rest the 
sarcop of the General, is circular in 
form and 60 feet in diameter, in its center 
standing the stone pedestal for the body. 
In two of the corner walls will be s 8 
leading to the main floor, while in others 
in the rear of the vault will be niches for the 
display of Grant relics. T corner piers 
in which are these wells are feet square. 
The crypt and other parts of the tomb and 
monument will be lined with marble. 

At the meeting of U. S. Grant Post, G. A. 
R., in this city, the question of Grant’s 
place in Statuary Hall, at the Capitol, 
Washington, will be considered.

Worthy Poor Taking Advantage of the 
Detroit Plan.

Applications are pouring in from all por- 
tions of the city for the use of the lots to 
be apportioned by the Detroit Plan Commit- 
tee. Hon. Norman J. Colman has under- 
taken the work of maugurating the plan 
and Mr. Ben Deering has been appointed 


temporary Secretary to receive all proffers 
of lots and lands and all applicetions from 
persons willing to use them this season, 
His address is P. O. box 610. All communi- 
cations in reference to the loan and use of 
lots should be addressed to him. 

Gov. Colman, the Chairman, wants it 
understood that only those who are de- 
serving will be allotted ground for cultiva- 
tion; that those who take it must do so in 
good faith and undertake to raise vegeta- 
bles. The committee will aid in the prepara- 
tion and seeding, but the work of cultivat- 
ing must done by the persons who under- 
take to rade a crop. he committee will 
not employ anybody to work. The plowing 
will be done by order of the committee and 
paid for out of the funds which may be 
contributed. The committee will not under- 
take the cultivation of any lots of land on 
their own account. That is not a part of 
the plan. No applications for work will be 
entertained by the committee. One of the 
letters received this morning is a good 
model for the use of those applying for lots 
to be cultivated. It is as follows: 

+, R SIR—I would like to have a tract 
of ground upon ich I could raise some of 
the necessaries of life. I am ready and 
willing to cultivate the land. Kindly oblige 
me by doing the best you can for me. I 
wish it plowed and harrowed, as I have 
not the means to do it myself.“ 

The applicant gave references and signed 
his name in full, adding his address plainly, 
so that the committee may communicate 
with him, and also with friends to whom he 
refers. ome of the letters received to-day 
are not explicit enough, some are not leg 
ible, some do not give the name and ad- 
dress plainly. Applicants should bé careful 
to state what ey want, their condition, 
their occupation, when e give 
references who can vouch for them. 

The committee will need money at once 
to pay for the plowing and preparation of 
ground, the necessary printing, postage, and 
incklental expenses o contributions of 
money have been sent in yet. All such 
contributions should be sent to Hon. Nor- 
man „ Colman, Chairman, Equitable 
Building, city. The need of money is now 
urgent, as the work cannot proceed with- 
out it. The committee will be required to 
open an office or headquarters and to pay 
the expense of petting the workers and 
the lots to be worked in contact, and the 
expense of keeping watch over the work 
and aiding in it. Several have pledged 
money and the committee now call upon all 
friends of the movement to come forward 
promptly.

DAMAGE SUITS.

OUTCOME OF THE OLD FIGHT. 


Officers Imprisoned by the Judge and 
Locked Up by the Sheriff Carry 
the War Into Africa. 


The police officers who were ordered 
committed to jail by Judge David Murphy 
of the Court of Criminal Correction not long 
since on the charge of contempt of court, 
have commenced damage suits in the Cir- 
cuit Court against Judge Murphy and Sher- 
iff Henry Troll. They sue to recover in the 


aggregate , 000. 

Officers Martin Shy eye Murphy 
and Thomas Delwar — 1 their counsel, 
Thos. J. Rowe, that on . 24 last, while 
in attendance upon the Court of Criminal 
Correction in the discharge of their duties, 
they were ordered arrested upon a commit- 
ment made out by the direction of Judge 
Murphy and incarcerated in the City Jail. 
It is stated that the commitment charged 
them with having been guilty of disorder- 
ly, contemptuous and insolent behavior in 
committi @ murderous assault on one 
William right, within the sight and pres- 
ence of the court,” and were sentenced to 
be tmprisoned in tor ten days and to 
pay a fine of $50. Sheriff Troll executed the 
order of the court by taking the officers into 
custody and locking them up. 

It is then alleged that they were not 
guilty of the acts complained of; that the 
charges were maliciously made, and that 
they were false in every particular; also 
that they were committ without any 
udgment ever having been entered against 
hem. it is also alleged that Judge Mur- 
phy had no jurisdiction over them and that 
the allegation in the commmment that he 
had was falsely made that the Judge might 
make it appear that he had jurisdiction. 
It is then recited that the accused were 
ordered released by the State Supreme 
Court in a habeas corpus proceeding, in 
which the appellate tribunal led that the 
acts complained of had been committed in 
the presence or hearing of the Judge of the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and hence 
said court had no jurisdiction. Hach officer

RUSSIA'S GRAIN SUPPLY. 


Large Surplus for Filling Demands of 
Other Countries, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27.—The State 
Department has received a report from Con- 
sul General Kare] at St. Petersburg upon 
the Russian wheat supply with an estimate 


of grain for the crop year of 1894-5, taken 
from an article published in the Messenger 


of Finance. The figures are given in Rus- 


sian measurements, a pood, amounting to 
86.112 pounds and desseatine 2.6097 acres. 
The grain harvested is as follows: Wheat 
424,275,000 pood; rye, 1,106,382,000 od; oats, 
558,646,000 pood, and barley 228,384,000 pood. 
Deducting the amount required for the home 
consumption there remains for : 
Wheat, 221,078,000 ; rye, 97,452,000 : 
The. Messenger thinks there are good pros- 
pects for the Russian grain by reason of 
feeble competition from  trans-oceanic 
countries and because of the low level of 
prices. The total requirement of foreign 
countries for imported wheat is estimated 
at 731,917,000 pood, for rye, 134,618,000 pood, 
and the total vailable for export is, wheat 
546,059,000 pood and rye 491,480,000 pood. It is 
contend that 84 per cent of the Russian 
wheat and 77.5 per cent of the Russian rye 
ready for export would be employed in cov- 
ering the foreign requirements. The Messen- 
ger advises Russian exporters to keep 
back their supply as Russia at present is 
placed in excepttonably favorable positions 
and the demand for her grain is great. The 
area of cultivation for winter crops has 
diminished in European Russia, the Cau- 
casus and the Kingdom of Poland to the ex- 
tent of 28 per of the total cultivated 
area.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 27.—The theory 
that the Treasury of this city and county 
would become exhausted as a result of reck- 
less drafts upon it for election and other ex- 
penses has given way to a condition.

Heroic Emma Hall Sufferedin Gilence 
to Shield From Blame Her 
Betrayer.

OLDBURY, Engiand, April N. ne Rey. 
Jonathan Bell eame fo Blackheath about 
fifteen months ago. His pastorate embraced 
the three hamlets of Blackheath,, Rowley 
and Halesewen. 

Emma Hall, the young woman for whose 
death at Detroit, Mich., Mr. Bell is said to 
be responsible, was a daughter of John Hall, 
a day laborer employed in the chemical 


works at Oldbury. Miss Hall was engaged 
to nurse the wife ef the Rev. Mr. Bell, and 
when the latter reeovered she visited her 
mother, Emma remaining with the family. 

Emma went to Leeds on Oct. 27 last and 
wrote from there on Dec. to a cousin, 
ern Hill, living at Spark Brook, as fol- 
aws: 


“Il am now sitting at a hard task, one that 
breaks my heart, to write you a sad com- 
munication tq deliver to my father d 
mother, I have sinned and God knows but 
one day, nay, one hour before it was done, 
I could not ‘hav believed I should have 
given way. I held out until every bit of 
strength seemed gone. Ever since I have 
been here I have buoyed myself and my p - 
rents up with thoughts of soon comin 
home, but I find it is not to be. First of all, 
I left home ruined. I know this sounds aw- 
ful, but it is sadly true, and when I left to 
come here it was with the notion to soon 
be rid of my trouble. I drew 8 firet 
month's salary and spent it in stuff to put 
me right, but it failed and the chemis 
finally wrote me that ke had done the ut- 
most the law would allow.“ 

Emma Hall's parents received a letter 
from her on January 16 and heard nothing 
else until the ne of her death. 

The Hall family is in very poor circum- 
stances. The members live in a small, neat, 
whitewashed cottage at Blackheath, The 
mother is an honest, industrious woman, 
but she is unable to read or write. She 
says that Emma was a good girl, was edu- 
cated and w always her favorite. The 
girl also liked her home. Mrs. Hall is com- 
pletely crushed at the news from Detroit. 

The Rey. Mr. Bell lived at Primrose Villa, 
Blackheath. His wife is ar hard-work- 
ing woman with a small ofild. She gaid to- 

ay: 

“IT don't knew where my husband is. He 

left here on Tuesday after seeing the pa- 
pers. I fear he has committed suicide, as 
he had no friends in England to whom he 
could fy." 
Mrs. Bell also said that she did not know 
what money her husband had with him, 
She admitted he had confessed his guilt to 
her on Monday and on Tuesday she feund in 
his desk a letter addressed to him at Hos- 
ton, Mass., and coming from E 179 Hall, 
who wrote from Leeds. Miss Hall in this 
letter said: 

“Dear Friend—If you are still in Boston 
you will have mine of the Mth telling what 

have done. Had I been well there would 
have been no need of it, but the doctbr, who 
told me what was the matter in a minute 
vowed-he would write to my parentz if I did 

When I wrote my mother, through my 
cousin Joe, your name never crossed my 
Ups, and never shall. I know I have thrown 
them off the scant from you entirely. 
do not think now that any y will think 
ot you in connection with me unless it is 
your wife; but I do hope net. feel sure 
bag. until now, have done the best for me; 

ut, if you think I have forfeited every 
right to your help and sympathy I am 
N You will never need to lie or fight a 
battle if my condition ever becomes known.

She eut 
these out, saying that if she did not find

The first week of the extra session 


ing work of an extra session will the 
legislator forego his theory that three 
or four days are a week’s work and call 
for a week's pay. 

The only progress made towards the 
enactment of legislation for which the 
General Assembly was called together 
consisted in the introduction of two elec- 
tion bills and a number of Fellow Ser- 
vant bills. The Spencer Election bill was 
rushed through the House in indecent 
haste and by methods which raise grave 
doubts as to whether it was constitu- 
tionally passed. The Senate made or- 
derly progress with the Safety Commit- 
tee’s bill, which will doubtless be before 
that body in engrossed form at Monday’s 
session. 

Phe most interesting development of 
the week is the proof afforded by the pro- 
ceedings in both houses of an under- 
standing between Phelps and Filley. As 
a result of this understanding Phelps is 
using his mercenaries in the Senate to 
delay the Senate’s action until the Re- 
publican House can obtain the parlia- 
mentary advantage of securing prece- 
dence for its bills. In return for this 
Filley is furnishing Phelps with a so- 
called pass investigating committee 
which he can use as a club, and is be- 
lieved to have promised to use the Re- 
publican majority in the House to thwart 
the effort to enact a genuine Fellow Ser- 
vant bill. 

Another interesting disclosure of the 
week is that six Senators elected as Dem- 
ocrats—Ballard, Bledsoe, Goodykoontz, 
Lyman, Harrison and Orchard—were 
ready to vote with the Republicans on 
a party question and that Phelps’ Old 
Guard in the Senate corisists of Senators 
Goodykoontz, Harrison, Lyman and Or- 
chard. 

Still another significant development 
of the week is that the Missouri Pacific 
is the only railroad that is maintaining 
professional lobbyists at Jefferson City 
in the avowed attempt to defeat legisla- 
tion. This changes the issue somewhat. 
Instead of being the People of Missouri 
vs. the Railroads it is the People vs, 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad. The ques- 
tion now is, not Shall the railroads rule?

PEANUT POLITICS. 


The facts about the Safety Committee’s 
election bill, which the Republican ma- 
jority of the House has sidetracked in 
favor of the Filley bill, expose the hol- 
lowness of the Republican pretension 
that the bill is not satisfactory. 

The non-partisan bill now pending in 
the Senate and House was framed on 
the precise lines submitted to the con- 
ference committee at the last session 
and accepted by the Republicans under 
the leadership of Representative Spencer, 
who is now fathering the Filley bill in 
opposition to it.

The whole proceeding is a contemftible 
example of “peanut politics.” It dem- 
onstrates that the Republicans are not 
working for election reform but for party 
capitale and are willing to imperil all 
chances of legislation | in n order to secure it.

James T. Drummond was born fifty-one 
years ago in St. Louis, but soon after his 
birth his parents moved to St. Charles 
County and there his boyhood days were 
spent. Up to his 17th year he worked around 
the farm and attended school, but when 
he reached that age he went to work in a 
tobacco factory and received the handsome 
salary of $2 a week; later he got a better 
place in the factory and his pay raised to 
$4. He kept at this trade until he was & 
years old and then he commenced traveling 
in the tobacco business.

In the City Council Friday night the ini- 
tial relief bill of the session was introduced 
and immediately killed.

HELP THE BETHEL. 


Contributions to This Worthy Cause 
Are in Order. 

Mr. D. Crawford, vice-president of the 
St. Louis Bethel, is making the annual 
collection for the maintenance of this 
worthy charity, and he hopes to meet with 
even greater success than heretofore ‘‘Res- 
cue the Perishing’’ is the motto of the 
Bethel, which occupies a double four-story 
building on Olive street and the levee. The 
two lower floors contain a chapel and Sun- 
day sehool rooms and the two upper floors 
are dormitories. The spiritual and temporal 
wants of 300 families, embracing over 1,200 
persons of all nationalities and races, are 
ministered to at the Bethel. The homeless 
are housed nightly in the dormitories and 
since Oct. 1, 1898, 10,195 men have found rest 
there. The expenses of the Bethel are $500 
a month and, except $300 annual interest on 
a $5,000 endo ent, are covered by vol- 
untary contributions. 


SEDALIS’S AGITATORS.

GENESEE, N. Y., April 27.—In some man- 
ner the latch of the door betweén the stalls 
of two fine stallions, one an imported thor- 
oughbred named Devil-to-Pay, and other 
a large Percheron called Victor Hugo, in 
the stable of W. A. Wadsworth, came open 
and the horses rushed at each other like 
shots from a catapult.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—The adoption 
by the German Reichstag yesterday of a 
duty of ten marks ($2.40) on cottonseed oll 
may materially affect the exportation from 
this country. For several years the amount 
of cottonseed oil exported to Germany has 
been increased. Last year it was incyeased 
from 1,075,946 gallons in 1893, to 2,199, gal- 
lons, valued at $967,924. This is about one- 
seventh of the total amount exported: In 
addition to this it is believed that of the 
cottonseed oil shipped to the Netherlands, 
aggregating over 6,000,000 gallons last year, 
almost half ultimately reaches Germany,

These women were 
only seen in one place and the evidence un- 
der whith the charges were preferred, does 
not cover their offense. 

The officers were prepared to swear the 
women had made assignations. There is an 
ordinance covering that. There was noth- 
ing to show that the women would have 
kept the appointments. There is no doubt 
about their intentions, but the law is bound 
to presume they are, innocent since the 
offense was not committed. It may be some 
of these women are moral and this as- 
signation would have been their first. The 
law could not punish them for an offense 
not committed, A man- may contemplate 
murder, but if he don’t commit the crime 
he cannot be punished. 

“From long practice the desk sergeants 
learn to prefer the proper charge against 
violators and they usually do. When they 
are in doubt they should consult me. My 
office is in the same building and very little 
trouble would be occasioned by it. There is 
no way for me to keep advised of the ar- 
rests made by the lice unless they notify 
me. My information is contained in the 
returns made by the police, and they are 
bound to furnish the evidence through the 
officers to support the charges. If my in- 
formation is incorrect and no evidence to 
prove a charge is introduced the prisoner 
cannot be punished.
